THE GRAND JURY CHARGES: 


COUNT ONE 


On or about the 13 th day of January 1974, within 
the Eastern District of New York, the defendant JOHN .'MEJIAS, 

JH. and the defendant EDWARD RAMOS did knowingly and unlawfully 
steal, take and carry away with intent to convert to their 
own use approximately 39*000 pounds of svringing beef having a 
value in excess of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) while said 
beef was moving as part of and constituted an interstate 
shipment of freight from Wichita, Kansas to Brooklyn, New York. 
(Title 18, United States Code, Section 659 and Section 2) 

COUNT TWO

and unlawfully use a firearm to commit a felony for which 
they may be prosecuted in a court of the United States to wit:

beef was moving as a part of and constituted an interstate 
shipment of freight from Wichita, Kansas to Brooklyn, New York
